¢ Rivers commonly meander across a flat flood 
plain before reaching the sea and depositing a 
considerable amount of sediment. 


¢ Rocks formed in a flood plain environment are 
commonly lenses of 'fluvial” sandstone 
deposited in the meander channel enclosed in 
a shale deposited on the flood plain.

Lakes 


¢ Lacustrine environments (or lakes) are 
diverse; they may be large or small, shallow or 
deep, and filled with terrigenous, carbonate, 
or evaporitic sediments. 


¢ Fine sediment and organic matter settling in 
some lakes produced laminated oil shales.

Delta 





Deltas are large accumulations of sediment that are deposited 
where a river empties into a standing body of water. 


They are one of the most significant environments of 
sedimentation and include a number of subenvironments 
such as stream channels, flood plain beaches, bars, and tidal 
flats. 


The deposit as a whole consists of a thick accumulation of 
sand, silt, and mud. 


Because of the abundance of vegetation in geologically young 
deltaic environments, coals of various ranks commonly are 
associated with these clastic sediments.
